Hospital  and  Maternity  Hobe  AccoiMiodatiQno 


Hospital  accoimiodation  is  necessary  for  the  expectant  mother 
when  there  is  abnormality  in  the  pregnancy,  or  when  the  mother’s 
health  is  breaking  down  under  the  stress  of  the  pregnancy. 

Hospital  accommodation  is  found  either  in  Llwynypia  Hospital,  Tydfil 
Lodge  or  the  Cardiff  Infirmary.  As  yet,  no  failure  .has  j . 
been  experienced  in  finding  accommodation  for  these  cases,  but  beds 
are  not  easily  found  when  it  is  advisable  to  hospitalise  a mother 
for  observation  prior  to  confinement. 

Maternity  Home  accommodation  is  sought  by  expectant  mothers 
because  of  unsuitable  home  conditions,  or  as  a convenience  or 
because  of  inability  to  obtain  home  help  during  the  lying-in  period. 

A number  of  beds  at  Cwaunfarren  House,  Merthyr,  were  available 
to  Gelligaer  mothers  during  i^42  and  part  of  1.94}.  During  the 
latter  part  of  1943  - this  Maternity  Home  was  closed  to  Gelligaer 
mothers . 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a Maternity  Home  in  the  Ehymney  Valley 
Y/ould  be  of  great  service  to  the  Community.  Year  by  year  , the 
finding  of  Maternity  beds  becomes  more  difficult  and  the  only 
reasonable  solution  is  the  establishment  of  a Maternity  Home  in  the 
district.
